WHY YOU SHOULD VOTE “NO.” 


It is now high time for the citizens 
of Log Angeles to make up their minds 
how they are going to vote at the 
sewer bonds election. They have less 
than four weeks for reflection. 

We all want to see a sewer system 
built. There is no question about that. 
Those designing persons who attempt 
to make the public believe that it isa 
question of Ballona outfall or nothing, 
simply insult the intelligencé of the 
citizens. 

It is evidently the object of these 
schemers to keep the voters in the 
dark as to the true facts in this case. 
They depend on the ignorance of the 
people regarding the matter upon which 
they are called to vote. On the con- 
trary, those who have the best interests 
of the city at heart, among whom THE 
TIMEs desires to be included, wish to 
throw all possible light upon the ques- 
tion—to turn the calcium light of 
truthful investigation upon it from all 
sides, in order that the voters may 
understand the facts, being satisfied 
that, when such understanding is had, 
the Ballona outfall scheme will be 
ignominiously defeated. In pursuance 
of this policy, THz Times this morn- 


ing devotes considerable space to the 


discussion of asubject which so nearly 
concerns the public. 

The article on the disposition of the 
sewage which we publish: today (with 
diagram) is worthy the careful atten- 
tion of all who really desire to learn 
the truth on this subject. It shows, 
among other things, that the natural 
outlet for the Los Angeles sewer sys- 
tem is a little east of south, by way of 
the Los Angeles River; that this pro- 
ject is perfectly feasible, and less ex- 
pensive than the Ballona scheme; that 
several large land-owners in this sec- 


tion are ready to bind themselves to 


nnd to build 
the four miles of sewer from the city 


against 3450.000, which the Ballona 
outfall scheme would cust, a clear sav- 
ing of $300,000; that land-owners 
around there are all much in favor of 
the sewage for their lands; that 40 
acres would be sold to the city for a 
sewer farm at a moderate price; that 
the section is remote from small farms 
and bounded on the east by 
the half-mile-wide river bed, 80 
that no nuisance would be 
caused; that the prevailing winds 
would blow any effluvia that might 
arise away from instead of to the 
city, as by the Ballon a route, which is 
a great point; but that, in fact, the 
land in that section is so porous and 
sandy that there would be no trouble 
about bad odors; that it is not neces- 
sary to take the sewage further than 
the point indicated, at present—but 
that, should that eventually become 
necessary, it could follow the natural 
channel—the river bed; that there is a 
natural fall in this direction from the 
city, as is proved by surveys; that no 


change would be required in the city 


system, as at present proposed; that 
along the Ballona route there are nu- 
merous small farmers who will fight 
the right of way, while, on the con- 
trary, the southern route is owned by 
men who are anxious to get the sewer 
water, and are willing to give perpet- 
ual right of way; and that, in the 
winter time any surplus water would 
be carried out to the ocean with the 
flood. 
We also publish a communication 
from W. T. Spilman, who shows that 
3 prevailing ocean breezes would con- 
tinually bring a mass of death-dealing 
disease germs to the city from the Bal- 
lona route, and that the soil around 
Ballona would not absorb the sewage. 
This is a serious matter to all who 
value their health, and, moreover, this 
will specially affect the best residence 
portion of the city, as the inmates of 
the elegant mansions on Figueroa, 
Adams and Washington streets will 
be the first to receive the full benefit 
of these death-dealing, germ-laden 
breezes. 

Last, but not least, a correspondent 
who signs himself Taxpayer“ makes 
seme very strong points against the 
Ballona route. He shows that none of 
the land along the Ballona route is 
suitable to take and absorb the sewage, 
and the entire sewage is not contracted 
for, as stated by the Tribune. The 
land-owners along the line, with few 
exceptions, are opposed to its being 
used on the land for the above named 
reason. 


As to the claim that the Ballona 
route is the cheapest, this corre- 
spondent has the following to say:

SAN Francisco, Aug. 4.—[By the Asso-

Examiner from Spokane Falls, Wash., says: 
Fire broke out in a lodging house on Rail- 
road avenue at 5p.m. It has got beyond 
the control of the firemeu. The city is 
doomed. 

Already two blocks of business houses 
are gone and the fire is jumping streets and 
traveling rapidly. There is no power to 
stop it. . | 

A CLEAN SWEEP. 

SPOKANE FALLS (Wash.) Aug. 4.—The 
telegraph office and in fact all of the prin- 
cipal business portion of the city,the Chron- 
icle office and ali the newspaper offices ex- 
cepting the Morning Review are destroyed. 
The loss cannot be estimated, but per- 
haps it will reach $8,000,000 or $10,000,000, 
The destruction includes over 20 blocks, 
many of them the finest in the northwest. 
Several lives were lost. All is chaos and 
confusion, The Mayor will call a meeting 
of citizens tomorrow to consider the situa- 
tion and take action. 

The fire was not so large in extent as the 
district burnea at Seattle, but the buildings 
destroyed were much finer and more costly. 

LATER ACCOUNTS. 
The entire business portion of the city, 
covering nearly forty blocks, was de- 
stroyed by fire tonight. The fire broke out 
at 6 p.m. in a frame block near the depot. 
The water pressure was very weak, and the 
flames spread rapidly, sweeping the entire 
block in less than half an hour. 
A WHIRLWIND OF FIRE. 

A high wind sprang up soon after the 
fire started, filling the air with burning 
timbers, starting fires in several adjacent 
blocks. The Pacific Hotel was the first 
valuable building to succumb. Adjoining 
it was the Russ House, a large frame hotel, 
which burned like tinder. The fire com- 
municated to the Northern [Pacific Passen- 
ger and Freight Depot, burning them to 
the ground. 

The Northern Pacific Railway loss is 
variously estimated. The loss, including 
freight in the warehouse, is estimated at 
about $1,000,000, 

The wind increased in violence. It 
shifted in all directions, creating a whirl- 
wind of flames. It was then evident that. 
the city was doomed, and people became 
panic-stricken. The firemen lost all con- 


dered buildings to be 
BLOWN UP WITH GIANT POWDER. 
About a dozen large buildings and other 
small ones were blown up. 

Every business house in the city, includ- 
ing eight banks, all the hotels but one, all 
the magnificent structures except the Cres- 
cent block, and every newspaper, except 
the Review, were burned out. 

The burned district includes all that part 
of the city from the Northern Pacific Rail- 
way to the river,and from Lincoln to Wash- 
ington streets, embracing over 30 blocks. 
The fire exhausted itself at the river for 
lack of material to burn. | 
Latest estimates put the loss all the way 
from $30,000,000 to $50,000,000.

THE SEWER QUESTION. 


A NATURAL OUTLET FOR THE 
LOS ANGELES SYSTEM. 


Why Not Utilize the Sandy Track, 
of the River and Improve the 
Land?—A Feasible Proposition 
Waiting — Strong Arguments 
Against the Ballona Route. 


It has been said that the outfall 
sewer to the ocean is the dernier resort 
of the people of Los Angeles, and that 
if itis not built there cannot, will not 
be any way of disposing of the sewage 
of the metropolis of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

The friends of the Ballona outfall 
sewer pooh-pooh the idea that there can 
be any plan that will so artistically 
dispose of the sewage, and do not ad- 
mit that over a million dollars is too 
much to pay for the privilege of dump- 
ing it into the Pacific below Santa 
Monica. They say with emphasis that 
he who opposes the Ballona route and 
the voting of bonds therefor is not a 
patriotic citizen. 

But in connection with this subject 
THE TIMEs is prepared to present a 
project which it is claimed will be a 
feasible solution of the sewer problem, 
and a much less expensive one than the 
contemplated outfall sewer. It is not 
an altogether new plan, a sewer hav- 
ing been made some years ago and the 


details worked out by competent en- 
gineers. 

It contemplates the disposal of the 
sewage of the city upon land southeast 
of the city, and does not contemplate 


the spending of $450,000 on an outfall | 


sewer to the ocean. 

A few 1 who own nearly all 
the land in the vicinity of the proposed 
sewer have quietly been investigating 
the matter and maturing their plans. 
They have reached the point when 
they are willing to submit a proposi- 
tion to the Council for taking care of 

the sewage of the city, and estimate 
that it will cost the city inside of $150,- 
000 for the sewer to be built, that being 
exclusive of the inside sewer system 
planned by Mr. Eaton, with which they 
do not conflict. The gentlemen inter- 
ested in the plan have this much of an 
ax to grind, that they will benefit by 
having the use of the sewage and in- 
creasing the fertilit 
The plan is briefly this: 

Beginning at the termination of the 
present city sewer on Jefferson street, 
a short distance east of San Pedro 
street, it is ee to run a brick 
sewer in a southeasterly direction, a dis- 
tance of about four miles to a point 
east of the Nadeau vineyard. That, 
is the entire plan in a nutshell. This 
sewer is to convey the sewage to the 
point indicated, where it will be used 
upon 40 acres of land, which it is pro- 

sed the city will buy. From this 

and the sewage, if there be any to 
spare, will be 2 upon the thirsty 
soil of the neighborhood. 

The idea is that instead of con- 
ducting the sewage in a southwesterly 
direction, it be turned to the south- 
east, and taken care of for $150,000 in- 
stead of $450,000. The plans of Mr, 
Eaton for extending the inside system 
of the city, East Los Angeles and 
Boyle Heights, are not interfered with 
by this plan, but it hitches on to that 


and carries the sewage to ground that 
is needing it, and which cannot now 
be irrigated. 


An objection which might be made 
one Wid of 
plan would he that there is an ele- 
vation in the ground east of the city 
which will ‘preclude the possibility of 
making the sewer in that-direction. 
Mr. Eaton himself says that he cannot 
possibly reach this section with his 
outfall plan. This objection would be 
a valid one if the gentlemen proposed 
to make the sewer water run up hill; 
but they don’t. It was discovered by 
the engineer who surveyed the route 
that by makingadétour around the 
high piece of land sufficient fall can 
be obtainea for the sewer. And by 
this simple device the entire city can 
be reached by the sewer system, and 
the land excluded by Mr. Eaton 
brought into the range of sewerage. 
Another objection which may be 
urged against this plan is that it will 
be a nuisance in the neighborhood. 
As far as that is concerned, a drive 
over the adjacent country is a sufficient 
answer.

aton. The plan is really such a 
simple one that it can be readily under- 
stood ata glanceatthe diagram ac- 
companying this article. The land to 
bezbenefited is very dry and is a sandy 
loam that will take more water than 
can ever be given it. 

As to the details of the proposes 
which the gentlemen stand ready to 
make, they are in outline that, fora 
- certain amount, less than $150,000, 
they guarantee to build this sewer, se- 
cure the right of way and pledge them- 
selves to perpetually take care of the 
sewage. Or, to pat itin another way, 
the city is to build the sewer, buy the 
40 acres, which is now a vineyard and 
very rich soil, and be relieved forever 
after from the disposal of the surplus 
sewage. The gentlemen do not pro- 

se to sell the sewage, but use it 

hemselves on their own land. One of 
the serious objections to the Ballona 
outfall sewer is that there are numer- 
ous small farmers who swear that they 
will stop the sewer and fight it 
. while by the project above 
referred to, the sewage is taken to 
lands owned by only four men, who 
are anxious to get the sewer water on 
their land. And again, they will give 
@ perpetual right of way over their 
land for the sewage, so that when it is 
sold in small tracts, those who buy do 
80 knowing of the sewage right of way. 

The lands to which the sewage will 
be conducted are southeast of the city, 
which precludes any trouble arising 
from the carrying of odors by the pre- 
vailing winds.

THE SANITARY ASPECT OF THE CASE 

CONSIDERED. 

Los ANGELES, Aug. 4.—[To the 
Editor of THE Timges.] It is being 
urged upon the taxpayers and voters 
of the city of Los Angeles, that the 
construction of the outfall sewer to 
the ocean is a public necessity, on the 
— of preventing sickness and 

isease in the city, and that by carry- 
ing the sewage away by the outfall 
sewer all danger to health in the city 
from the sewerage will be averted. 
This argument appears to be the 
strongest thus far advanced by those 
who are in accord with the City Coun- 
cilin this matter, and who desire to 
see the outfall sewer built to Ballona. 

Now, it appears to the undersigned 
that not only is this argument, un- 
founded in fact, but that the facts di- 
arg prove that the outfall sewer 
will be directiy the cause of the sick- 
ness and disease in the city, which the 
advocates of the outfall sewer claim 
they wish to prevent. What are the 
facts? It is asserted, with a proba- 
bility of truth, that the difference in 
altitude between the level of the sea 
and the level of the low 3 on 
which the largest part of the city of 
Los Angeles stands is about 400 feet, 
the intervening distance being a grad- 
ual slope, unbreken with any steep or 
high bluffs or hills, and that 
the ocean wind rolls . up 
this incline into and past the 
city of Les Angeles without an ob- 
stacle to break or divert its course. 
The rules of philosophy teach us that 
air is a gas, and although an imponder- 
able substance is yet heaviest at the 
lowest point, or at the sea level.

These fogs 
alone cause some sickness with many 
people, and unhinge and debilitate 
many others as long as they last. It 
is a common thing to have people com- 
plain of headaches caused by these fogs, 
and during the times of their preva- 
lence many persons are obliged to seek 
a temporary home where the fog does 
not reach.

“Outwitted by the World” is the 
Subject of His Discourse—Are 
the Children of Darkness More 
Alert and Keen Than the Chil- 
dren of Light? 


thorized Report for the Los ANGELES 
Tiurs.] The Rev. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage, D.D., of Brooklyn, N. X., 
preached here today, taking for his 
subject: ‘“Outwitted by the World.” 
Ile took for bis text, St. Luke xvi, 8, 
“The children of this world are in 
their generation wiser than the chil- 
dren of light,” and delivered the fol- 
lowing discourse: 

That is another way of saying that 
Christians are not so skillful in the 
manipulation of spiritual affairs as 
worldlings are skilled in the manage- 
ment ot temporalities. I see all 
around me people who are alert, earn- 
est, concentrated and skillful in mon- 
etary matters, who in the affairs of the 
soul are laggards, inane, inert. 

The great want of this world is more 
common sense in matters of religion. 
a If one-half of the skill and forceful- 
ness employed in financial affairs were 
employed in disseminating the truths 
of Christ and trying to make the world 
better, within 10 years the last jugger- 
naut would fall, the last throne of op- 

ression upset, the last iniquity tum- 
bie, and the anthem that was chanted 
over Bethlehem on Christmas night 
would be echoed and reéchoed from 
all nations and kindred and people. 
„Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth peace, good will to men.“ 

} Some years ago, on a train going to- 
; ward the southwest, as the porter of 
/ the sleeping-car was making up the 


berths at the evening - tide, I saw a man 
kneel down to pray. Worldly people 
in the car looked on, as much as to say, 
„What does this mean?’ I suppose 
the most of the people in the car 
thought that a man was either insane 
or that he was a fanatic; but he dis- 
turbed no one when he knelt, and he 
disturbed no one when he arose. In 
atter conversation with him I found 
out that he was a member of a church 
in my own city; that he was a sea- 
faring man, and that he was on his 
way to New Orleans to take command 
of a vessel, 1 thought then, as I think 
now, that ten such men—men with 
such courage for God as that man 
had—would bring the whole city to 
Christ; a thousand such men would 
bring this whole land to God; ten thou- 
sand such men, in a short time, would 
bring the whole earth into the kingdom 
of Jesus. That he was successful in 
‘ worldly affairs I found out. That he 
was skillful jp. spiritual affairs you 
are well pers . If men had the 
courage, the pluck, the alertness, the 
acumen, the industry, the common 
sense in matters of the soul that they 
have in earthly matters, this would be 
a very different kind of world to 
live in. ‘ 
In the first place, we want more 
common sense in the building and con- 
duct of churches. The idea of adapt-

ufacturing company put up a building, 
it is to be adapted i. manufacturin 
purposes; but adaptiveness is not 
ways the question in the rearing of 
churches. In many of our churches 
we want more light, more room, more 
ventilation, more comfort. Vastsums 
of money are expended on ecclesiastical 
structures, and men sit down in them, 
and you ask a man how he likes the 
church, he says, I like it very well 
but I can’t hear. As though a shawi 
factory were good for everything but 
making shawls. The voice of the

the gothic arches, and shiver, and feel 
1 they must be getting religion, or some- 
thing else, they feel so uncomfortable. 

O my friends, we want more com- 
mon-sense in the rearing of churches. 
There is no excuse for lack of light, 
when the heavens are full of it; no ex- 
cuse for lack of fresh air, when the 
world swims in it. It ought to be an 
expression, not only of our spiritual 
happiness, but of our physical com- 
fort, when we say: How amiable are 
Thy Tabernacles, O Lord God of 
hosts! A day in Thy courts is better 
than a thousand.”’ 

Again I remark: We want more 
8 common-sense in the obtaining of re- 
Py, ligious hope. All men erstand 
ee that in order to succeed in wokldly di- 
rections they must concentrate: 
think on that one subject unti 
minds take fire with the vel 
their own thoughts. All thei 
men, all their strategy, all the 
dom, all their common-sense, they put 
in that one direction and they succeed. 
But bow seldom it is true in the mat- 
ter of seeking after God! While no 
man expects to accomplish anything 
for this world without concentration 
and enthusiasm, how many there are 
expecting after a while to get into the 
kingdom of God without the use of 
any such means. A miller in Cali- 
fornia, many years ago, held up a 
sparkle of gold until it bewitched na- 
i tions. Tens of thousands of people 
} left their homes. They took their

wilds of California. Cities sprang up

about it.” Why, my brother, do you 
pot do that way in business matters? 
Why do you not tomorrow go to your

there is nothing for me to do about it.“ 
No, you dispatch your agents, you 
print your advertisements, you adorn 
your show windows, you push those 
oods, you use the instrumentality.
